STRAWBERRIES 

This  is  the  one  berry  grown  from  Maine  to 
California  and  from  Florida  to  Winnipeg,  Can- 
ada, under  all  kinds  of  climate  and  on  all  kinds 
of  soils.  But  a certain  variety  may  do  well  and 
be  a success  in  one  place  or  locality  and  a fail- 
ure in  another.  The  descriptions  here  are  as  I 
find  them  at  Boonville.
